QUEENSTOWN, April 12.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.] The steamer City of 
Chester from New York reports that she 
passed, April 8th, the Danish steamer Den- 
mark, from Copenhagen for New York, 
waterlogged and abandoned in midocean. 


; fur- | She was formerly a Belgian steamer, under 


the name of Jan Breydel, of 2260 tons. 

The Denmark had 549 passengers aboard 
when she left Christiansand. 

New Tonk, April 12.—News of the 
abandonment in midocean of the steamer 
Denmark was received here by cable to the 
Maritime Exchange, and caused the great- 
est excitement in shipping circles. The 
Thingvalla line is probably the largest 
carrying immigrant line that plies between 
this port and Europe. The Denmark had 
on board when she left Christiansand for 
New York on the 26th of March 650 pas- 
sengers, presumably all immigrants. 

The offices of the agents of the steamer, 
Funch, Edye & Co., No. 27 South William 
street, were thronged all the morning by 
persons anxiously inquiring for later news

The agents of the Thingvalla lire this 
afternoon said: “We havea cablegram to 
the effect that the Denmark left Christian- 
sand March 26th on her first voyage under 
the new flag and name. She had been com- 
pletely overhauled, and it was thought by 


all that she was the dest of our fleet. There 
were on ba i the. ume of ure at 
least.. 710 ) of these 610 
were passengers. ‘I Manage and 
look after the “eomfort of this 
large number there have been at least 
60 in the crew, amd probably the number 


may have reached 100 or perhaps 1 There 
are therefore to be accounted for the lives 
of 710 to 775 people.“ The Denmark was 
commanded by Capt. Knudsen, an old sea- 
man, well-know courage and presence 
of mind. He is the man to abandon a 
ship to the mercies of waves when there 
is one chance in a ‘thousand of getting 
her into port. She may have been dis- 
abled, but we are very nearly certain 
she has not been abandoned. Even if the 
Denmark had been abandoned, she had suf- 
ficient means to accommodate all the pas- 
sengers on board, if not all the crew. There 
were a great number of life-boats, e ough 
for the great passenger list, and several 
new rafts of the latest pattern and improve- 
ment, which could have accommodated the 
crew and officers and some of the passen- 
ge if there was not enough room in 
ts for them.“ 
THE CHESTER’S REPORT. 

Furtheg particulars of the sighting of the 
Denmark by the City of Chester have been 
slowly arriving since noon. The Denmark 
was rapidly sinking when the Chester saw 
her. ‘he Chester sighted ber from a dis- 
tanee and was struck by the apparent 

absence of any life on board. She drew 
near, ‘investigated, made sure no one was 
on board and lay-to several hours. The 
stern of the Denmark was on a level with 
the sea. he bow was far out of water in 
the air. There were no visible signs of a 
collision and no wrec The boats were 
all gone from the davits. Nothing indi- 


4-24 | cating haste and panic was noticeable.

There is no doubt that the present 
condition of business affairs in Los 
Angeles is better than it has been for 
eighteen months past.

Business will probably run along on a 
level until the early days of winter, 
when there is every promise of an ex- 
tensive and thorough shaking up of 
the dry bones. Everything points 
in that direction. The amount of 
grain sown in the section tributary to 
Los Angeles is unparalleled this year, 
and the recent rains having guaran- 
teed a good harvest, the farmers will 
have in the aggregate a very large 


sum of money to spend, after paying,
